1 beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  of 
Penybont  for  the  year  1948.  This  Report  is  jjresented  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
as  given  in  Circular  170/47. 


The  statistics  as  published  for  the  year  under  review 
do  not  show  any  marked  change  from  previous  years  and 
it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  this  district  was  free  from  any 
serious  outbreak  of  infectious  fever  during  1948. 


The  services'  of  the  Department  were  maintained  on  a 
very  satisfactory  level,  and  ])articular  attention  was  paid  to 
housing  jtroblems,  and  to  the  food  supplies  of  the  district. 


The  coming  into  operation  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  on  July  5th,  1948,  produced  many  changes  within 
the  Department.  The  most  important  was  the  transfer  of 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  to  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council.  This  transfer  was  carried  out  without  in 
any  way  disturbing  the  excellent  service  which  you,  as  a 
Council,  had  built  up  over  a number  of  years. 


I am  asked  by  Dr.  Kathleen  Davies,  the  Acting  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  to 
express  to  the  Council  her  appreciation  of  the  interest  shown 
by  the  Members  in  matters  affecting  Public  Health  and  to 
thank  the  Staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

Three  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notiliied  and 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Cefn  Hirgoed,  during  the 
year  1948. 

Post-Natal  Attendances. 

During  the  period  1.1.48  to  5.7.48,  91  mothers  attended 
the  various  Ante  Natal  Clinics  for  Post  Natal  advice.  In 
addition  many  were  given  Post  Natal  advice  while  attending 
the  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 


Dental  Treatment. 

During  the  period  1.1.48  to  5.7.48,  by  arrangement  with 
the  Glamorgan  Education  Committee,  51  cases  received 
Dental  Treatment;  of  these  cases  17  were  children  under  five 
years  of  age,  and  32  were  exi)ectant  or  nursing  mothers  ; 24 
mothers  received  dentures. 

The  cost  of  the  treatment  was  as  follows : — 

(a)  For  dental  treatment:  (1)  Mothers,  3s.  6d.  per 
case.  (2)  Children,  3d.  per  case. 

(,b)  For  dentures:  £3  2s.  6d.  for  a complete  denture, 
and  for  partial  dentures  a lesser  cost,  determined 
by  the  size  of  the  denture. 
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the  part  year,  the  total  cost  was  made  up  as  follows: — 
Children  under  five  years  of  age,  4s.  3d.;  expectant  or 
nursing  mothers,  £5  15s.  6d.  ; total  £5  19s.  9d.,  of  w^ich  all 
was  paid  by  parents.  The  cost  of  dentures  was  £18  14s.  6d. 
the  total  amount  being  recovered  from  jiatients. 


Health  Visitors. 

Prior  to  the  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health 
vService  Act,  five  full-time  Health  Visitors  were  employed. 


(iv)  Child  Life  Protection  (under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act, 
1908,  as  amended  by  the  Children  and  Young-  Persons 
Act,  1932). 


With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Children’s  Act, 
1948,  responsibility  for  Child  Life  Protection  was  transferred 
to  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

(v.)  Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Your  Council’s  scheme  for  Orthopaedic  Treatment 
allowed  for  all  such  treatment  which  could  not  be  earned  out 
at  their  own  clinics  to  be  undertaken  at  the  Prince  of  Wales 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Cardiff. 


During  the  period  1.1.48  to  5.7.48,  sixteen  new  cases 
were  sent  for  treatment.  All  were  Out-Patients,  at  a cost 
of  £10  11s.  Od.  Thirteen  patients  continued  treatment  com- 
menced in  previous  years,  one  as  an  in-patient  and  twelve 
as  out-patients.  The  total  cost  was  £170  8s.  3d.  (Out- 
Patients  £9  6s.  3d.,  In-Patients  £161  2s.  Od.) 


(vi.)  Ophthalmic  Treatment. 

During  the  period  1.1.48  to  5.7.48,  eight  children  had 
their  refractions  done  at  a cost  to  the  Council  of  16/-,  and  of 
these  children,  six  were  supplied  with  spectacles  at  a cost  of 
£4  3s.  Od. 


(vii.)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

During  the  period  1.1.48  to  5.7.48,  nine  cases  were 
treated  at  a cost  of  £9  9s.  Od.  to  your  Council. 


(viii.)  Paediatrician. 

During  the  period  1.1.48  to  5.7.48,  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  refer  any  child  to  Dr.  A.  G.  Watkins,  the 
Paediatrician  apj)ointed  to  the  Council.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


( 1 ) Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  was  established  in 
1920,  and  took  over  the  various  water 

started  to  function  on  January  1st,  192L  The  mams  of  t^he 
Board  are  now  laid  within  every  Parish  of  the  Penybo 
Rural  District  Council,  with  the  exception  of  bker. 


During  the  year  1941,  ten  Chlorination  Plants  were  in- 
stalled in  concrete  houses  at  the  Upland  sources  of  the 
Board’s  supply— all  of  which  have  been  functioning  satis- 
factorily during  1948. 


The  Chlorination  Plants  now  operating  in  connection 
with  all  the  main  sources  of  supply  continue  to  work 
efficiently.  Ninety-three  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
County  Laboratory  for  examination,  and  the  reports  on 
treated  water  were  uniformly  satisfactory.  In  addition, 
daily  tests  for  free  chlorine  were  taken  at  all  1 reatment 
Plants. 


Your  Council  also  submitted  lifteen  samples  of  water 
for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination.  All  fifteen 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Water  from  upland  sources  discloses  a soft  neutral 
water,  while  that  at  the  Schw'yll  source  is  hard  water.

(2)  Rivers  amd  Streams. 

'The  chief  rivers  in  the  district  are  the  Llynfi  and  Ogmore. 

The  Llynfi  rises  in  the  Maesteg  Valley  and  flows  through 
the  upper  part  of  your  district,  receiving  tributaries  from 
the  Gadlys  valley,  from  Cwm-Nant-Gwyn  and  the  Kenfig 
brook  at  the  junction  of  the  Ogmore  and  Llynfi  rivers  below 
Brynmenyn.  This  stream  receives  the  coal  washings  of  the 
pits  in  the  Maesteg  Valley,  and  also  the  sewage  effluent  from 
the  Maesteg  U.D.  Council  works,  and  the  effluent  from  your 
Council  works  at  Troedyrhiwgarth.  At  Kenfig  Hill,  there 
is  a brook  at  Nant-craig-yr-Aber,  which  is  really  the  overflow 
of  the  Porthcawl  Water  Works.  The  Cwm  Kenfig  brook 
divides  Kenfig  Hill  and  Pyle  parishes  from  the  Port  Talbot 
Borough. 

The  Ewenny  River  rises  at  the  east-most  point  of  your 
district,  and  joins  the  Ogmore  River  at  Merthyrmawr.  The 
Ewenny  has  a tributary  which  joins  it  near  Castle-upon-Alun. 
The  Ewenny,  during  its  course,  receives  crude  sewage  from 
a few  houses,  e.g.,  at  Pencoed.  The  Ogmore  River  is  a con- 
tinuation of  the  two  main  streams  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw 
Urban  District.  It  passes  through  Tondu  and  Aberkenfig, 
and,  after  flowing  some  distance,  it  passes  through  the  town 
of  Bridgend,  and  again  into  your  district,  ultimately  discharg- 
ing into  the  Bristol  Channel.  This  stream  receives  the  coal 
washings  of  several  collieries,  and  the  sewage  effluent  of  the 
Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District  Council,  and  that  portion 
of  Gilfach  Goch  termed  Evanstown.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

During  the  year,  168  samples  of  milk 
were  taken,  132  of  these  being  from  graded  supjilies,  and  of 
these  17  were  unsatisfactory.  Steps  were  taken  to  deal  with 
all  unsatisfactory  cases,  and  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  were 
inspected  and  advice  given.  Further  samples  were  always 
taken  following  upon  unsatisfactory  reports.  The  use  of 
pasteurised  milk  seems  to  be  growing  in  the  district. 

Of  the  36  ungraded  samples,  14  were  unsatisfactory. 

I hirty  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  Tubercle  Bacilli.  One 
was  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli. 
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('b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  Regular  inspection  of  all 
slaughter-houses,  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  is  carried  out.

(c)  Adulteration,  etc.  Up  until  the  31st  March,  194b, 
the  Glamorgan  Police  Officers  were  respopnsible  for  sampl- 
ing under  the  P'ood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  After  that  date 
the  Police  ceased  to  act  as  Inspectors  under  the  Act,  and  the 
duties  were  taken  over  by  officials  a])pointed  by  the  Glam- 
organ County  Council.

As  much  attention  as  possible  was  again  given  by  your 
inspectors  with  a view  to  improving  the  milk  su])ply  of  the 
district. 

Many  improvements  were  carried  out  to  farm  buildings, 
cowsheds,  dairies,  cooling  rooms  and  rooms  for  the  storage 
of  milk  utensils.  In  addition  to  buildings,  yards  were  concret- 
ed and  clean  approaches  to  cowshed  provided.  All  these 
improvements  make  it  far  easier  for  the  farmer  to  produce 
a clean  supply  of  milk  than  did  the  conditions  existing  before 
the  improvements  were  carried  out.  The  collecting  of  bulk 
supplies  of  milk  from  farms  is  still  unsatisfactory  : churns 
of  milk  are  often  left  on  stands  outside  the  farms  for  hours 
before  they  are  collected.  The  farmers  are  advised  to 
protect  the  churns  as  much  as  possible  from  the  rays  of  the 
sun  by  covering  them  with  clean,  wet  sacking  material. 

Samples  of  milk  are  regularly  taken  for  analysis  both 
from  producers  in  the  Area  and  milk  retailed  in  the  district.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION. 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  i)resent 
system  of  centralised  slaughtering,  which  was  introduced 
during  the  war,  should  be  continued  as  this  system,  which 
has  always  been  advocated  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’ 
Association,  has  proved  to  be  a very  efficient  one. 


The  only  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consump- 
tion that  takes  place  in  the  Penybont  Area  is  carried  out  at 
the  slaughterhouses  of  the  two  Mental  Plospitals  and  the  meat 
is  for  consumption  by  the  patients  and  staff  of  these  hospitals 
only.  The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  the  animals  slaughter- 
ed at  these  premises  are  inspected. 

The  meat  supply  for  the  remainder  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Area  is  obtained  from'  three  Central  Depots,  Port  Talbot 
for  Pyle,  Kenfig  Hill  and  Cefn  districts,  Maesteg  for  the 
Cw'mfelin  and  Llangynwyd  areas  and  Bridgend  which  su])plies 
the  remainder  of  the  Penybont  District. 

Although  the  meat  supi)ly  for  the  area  is  obtained  from 
these  Depots,  your  inspectors  still  have  to  carry  out  a great 
deal  of  meat  inspection  in  view  of  the  fact,  that  approxi- 
mately 50%  of  the  meat  supplied  is  frozen  imported  meat. 
This  arises  of  course,  from  the  shortage  of  home  supplies. 
With  frozen  meat  supplied  by  these  Depots  to  the  Butchers, 
we  have  had  to  condemn  large  quantities  of  it  due  to  “Bone 
Taint.” 

“Bone  Taint”  is  not  usually  discovered  at  the  distribut- 
ing centres  in  im]')orted  meat  to  be  supplied  to  the  area,  as 
frequently,  it  is  not  found  until  carcases  are  thawed  out  and 
cut  into  joints.  Unfortunately,  “Bone  Taint”  in  meat  is  also 
found  occasionally  in  home  killed  carcases.  I have  ^i'[cady 
stated  that  the  present  system  (ff  slaughtering  centres  should 
be  continued  as  the  ins])ection  of  the  carcases  and  organs  o 
animals  slaughtered  is  efficiently  carried  out  under  present 
conditions. 
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Apart  from  “Bone  Taint"  it  is  seldom  that  any  of  the 
meat  supj)lied  in  the  Area  has  to  be  returned  to  the  Depots. 
'Phis  si)eaks  well  for  the  stafl’s  of  the  adjoining  Local 
Authorities  who  are  engaged  in  meat  inspection  in  those 
Areas. 

'I'RANSPORT  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  MEAT. 

Last  year  the  Council  made  certain  recommendations  to 
the  W.M.S.A.  in  regard  to  the  transport  and  distribution  of 
the  meat  supplied.  As  a result,  an  improvement  in  the 
vehicles  used  for  this  purpose  and  methods  of  distribution  was 
effected,  but  still  the  ideal  vehicle  for  the  transport  of  meat 
has  not  been  provided,  and  I cannot  see  this  being  done  until 
the  Government  disclose  their  policy  in  regard  to  the  future 
of  the  Countr3^’s  meat  supply.

Ice-Cream. 

All  the  premises  at  which  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in 
the  district,  now  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Ice-Cream 
Regulations,  1947.  and  with  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act.  1938. 

Manv  of  the  premises  at  which  ice-cream  was  manufac- 
tured before  the  above  Regulations  came  into  force,  have 
given  up  the  manufacture  of  this  commodity  and  now  aie 
registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  only  of  pre-packed  ice- 
cream. 

A noticeable  improvement  has  been  made  in  type  of 
vehicle  from  which  ice-cream  is  sold  on  the  road.  In  some 
cases  new  vehicles  of  the  latest  type,  properly  covered  to 
prevent  contamination  by  dust  and  provided  with  suitab  e 
means  for  washing  of  hands,  cleansing  of  servers— a supply 
of  hot  water  and  towels  being  provided  for  the  purpose,  are 
now  in  use  in  the  district. 
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In  tlie  Kcnligf  Hill  district  there  is  also  a cycle  arrang^e- 
^ ment  ccnnplete  with  glass  covered  to])  and  containers  with 
^ ' hot  water,  towel,,  soa]),  etc. 

These  improvements  over  the  old  methods  of  manufac- 
ture and  sale  of  ice-cream,  go  to  show  that  every  etfort  is 
being  made  by  the  manufacturer  and  retailer  to  safe-guard 
the  interests  of  the  public. 


Catering  Establishments. 

'J'hese  comprise  in  the  main  canteens  attached  to  factor- 
ies, cafes  and  licensed  hotels  and  a few  small  shop-cum- 
restaurant  premises  where  occasional  meals  are  served. 

Although,  generally,  these  premises,  on  the  very  in- 
frec|uent  visits  of  inspection  made,  have  been  found  to  be 
well  conducted,  there  is  room  for  improvement  of  certain 
jmemises  in  regard  to  their  construction,  sanitary  accommo- 
dation, general  cleanliness  around  the  premises,  particularly 
in  regard  to  waste  food  containers. 

Many  improvements  throughout  the  Area  have  been 
carried  out  in  and  around  licensed  hotels.  Such  improve- 
ments include  conversion  of  privy  accommodation  into  water 
closets,  the  provision  of  drains  for  the  disposal'  of  waste- 
water,  the  provision  of  “wash-ups”  in  bars  with  hot  and  cold 
water  for  the  washing  of  glasses  and  the  general  rei)air  of 
such  premises.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 
INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 

One  full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council 
for  the  destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  district.  With  no 
means  of  travelling  other  then  by  public  transport,  in  a district 
comprising  42,000  acres,  it  is  obvious  that  much  time  is  taken 
up  in  getting  from  one  infested  premises  to  another,  and  buses 
in  some  parts  of  the  district  are  very  infrequent,  and  to  certain 
parts  no  transport  is  available  at  all.

In  addition  t.o  the  above,  two  treatments  of  the  sewers 
throughout  the  area  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 
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It  is  estimated  that  the  rat  i)opulatioii  of  the  District  has 
— been  greatly  reduced  by  both  the  surface  and  sewer  treat- 
V ' ments  carried  out.  In  surface  treatments  alone,  the  estimat- 
ed kill  is  2,480  rats.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  number 
of  rats  destroyed  in  sewers,  but  it  is  evident  that  much  good 
work  was  done  in  this  direction. 

During  the  year,  Members  of  the  Council  were  ])rivilegcd 
to  view  films  on  rat  destruction,  showing  the  methods  adopted 
by  the  Ministry  for  their  destruction.
